Paris, July 18. — (>) — Edouard 
Herriot, president of the chamber of 
deputies, will, at the request of Pres- 
ident Doumergue, undertake the task 
of forming a new ministry and solving 
the seventh cabinet crisis which has 
occurred in France since he first 
took »,ewer a little more than two 
years ago. 

Financial problems, which were re- 
sponsible for the downfall of all these 
governments, reducing the average life 
of a ministry from nine months to 
something more than three, have in- 
creased the difficulties until cabinet- 
making now: is considered a job for a 
superman, 

M. Herriot, however, apparently is 
confident, and his first consultations 
indicateu that he would try to form 
a national union ministry in which 
all parties will be represented except- 
ing the communists, socialists and roy- 
alists. .The general feeling is in favor 
of -such a combination, as it was be- 
fore’ the formation of M. Briand’s 
tenth cabinet, but there is some ques- 
tion among certain groups of the 
chamber as to whether M. Herriot is 
the man to preside over it..

Smoke rolled from a linen room on 
this floor, filling the three floors of the 
long building and before firemen frum 
the state, sanitarium department ar- 
rived flames had burst from the big 


‘room and threatened the entire institu 


tion. 

Assistance was asked of the Mil 
ledgeville. department and also from 
Macon.

State Referendums. 


“If adversaries of the amendment 
would submit a referendum in their 
respective states for repeal of it, they 
would be pursuing a course not sub- 
ject to criticism, an orderly, dignified 
course. But their referendums in the 
form submitted are for the purpose 
of undermining and destroying the 
constitution through nullification. 


“This is the exact meaning of the 

roposed referendum in the state of 
New York, to be followed we are told, 
by similar referendums in other states. 
The people are now being asked to ex- 
press themselves in favor of amend- 
ing the eonstitution, but in favor of 
the states respectively construing and 
enforcing the constitution. 

“The state of New York long go 
repealed its statute for the enforce- 
ment of the amendment, declaring 
thereby it would not, as a state, as- 
sist in enforcing it and having repealed 
its state law for enforcement, it now 
asks that it be permitted to enforce 
it and that the national government 
consent to all this program. 

“Nullification is not revolution. lt 
has none of the open, manly qualities 
of revolution. Nullification is the 
slinking, silent, cowardly sapping of 
the very foundation of all order, all 
government, the evasive betraya: of a 
nation, and the spirit and- motive of 
anarchy, without either its courage or 
its faith. 

“What we need is not less democ- 
racy but more. Not less faith in con- 
sticutional government, but more. 
There is no evil but what we cannot 
for a time endure, there is no hard- 
ship that we cannot afford to forget, 
there is no patience which we sheuld 
not be willing to practice, rather than 
to gid and abet in this almost world- 
wide attack upon a constitutional gov- 
ernment.” :

L’Avenir says: “The real victor of 
the day was Louis Marin, chief of the 
republican federation, who hurled 
against Caillaux the anathema that 
Jaures (socialist leader assassinated 
in 1914) hurled against Briand. Never- 
theless the cabinet dies bravely. 

“M. Briand’s speech was pathetic, 
M. Caillaux’s very clear, very plucky. 
Their victory had been certain if the 
chamber had not remembered that the

MARSHAL WOUNDED;

Marshal Jones crawled to the hon:e 
of Mayor Mackie, and collapsed on 
the steps of the house.

Fred Chambers, who was wounded 
by the marshal in the battle, appeared 
at a drug store in Goodman later 
for treatment.

Lost 150 Years

Savannah, Ga., July i8—(P— 
Back in Savannah after more thao 
150 years, the extant portion of the 


first minute bock of Solomon's lodge. 
No. 1, Free and Accepted Masons, 
will be formally presented to the 
lodge at its first meeting in August. 

The book, conceded by authorities | 
to be the inost valuable Masonie docu- 
ment in Georgia, if not in the entire 
southeast, was secured from the 
library of congress. after legislation 
authorizing it had been passed by 
both houses of congress. 

The document, preserved in a silk 
covering by experts, rests now in the 
custody of James R. Coin, secretary} 
of the lodge. It is safely put away in| 
a vault from whence it will be re-; 
moved to be carried to the lodge, there; 
to be restored to the archieves of the 
first Masonic lodge in Georgia. The 
minute bouk was written up in ink, 
the secretary using a quill pen. ‘The 
penmanship is excellent and the ink 
today is as black as when it first 
flowed on the page. The records con- 
tain the names of many men famous 
in the colony and state. 


Solomon’s lodge was established by 
James Edward Oglethorpe, founder of 
the colony. 
the first worshipful master of the 
lodge which he established on Febru- 
ary 10, 1734. The minute book which 
has just been returned to Savannah 
was supposed to have been taken from 
Savannah by the British during the 
revolution. The library of congress, 
some years ago, secured it among the 
records in a New England collection. 

William B. Clark, past worshipful 
master of Solomon’s lodge and author 
of “Early and Historie Free Masonry 
of Georgia,” while on the trail of 
lost records worked up the case for 
Solomon’s lodge which resulted in the 
congressional library record being re- 
turned here. He discovered and ar- 
ranged the proofs of ownership and 
for this work was awarded a life 
membership in Solomon’s lodge, a dis- 
tinction which the lodge has conferred.

Each automobile owner in Georgia 
pays a license fee once a year.

Hidden Treasure 
In Nova Scotia 


New York, July 18.—(4)—Major 
R. A. Logan, manager of the mapping 
division of the Fairchild aerial sur- 
veys, left New York today for a 
treasure hunt in Nova Scotia, which 
he says may net him at least $100,- 

The treasure was the cargo of a 
French. “payship’’ which fell into 
the hands of the English off Cape 
Breton island about. the year 1700. 
After various vicissitudes, the crew 
of the French vessel managed’ to sink 
the treasure in Canadian Jakes, but 
were prevented by the English from 
returning to claim it. All trace of it 
eventually was lost and _ repeated 
searches failed to give a hint of its 
whereabouts. 

Major Logan discovered last win- 
ter in an old Spanish narrative an 
account of how the treasure passed 
into the hands of a Spanish privateer.

ON EUROPEAN FINANCE. 
(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


New York, July 18.+.,Wall strect 
men today forecast the@greatest fi- 
nancial adjustment in “World history 
with the end of the coming week 
bringing the first negotiations. In 
brief, it is to be an effort, largely 
directed by Americans, to stabilize the 
entire financial situation of Europe, 
including the tottering structwres of 
France and Belgium. 

And, in the making of the plans, 
the American people, collectively de- 
nounced over the seas as shylock in 
the life, will bear a heavy burden of 
payment in that any arrangement willi 
call for a reduction in the sums they 
will get in return for borrowed mon- 
ey, leaving Uncle Sam’s nephews and 
nieces to meet bg taxation the charges 
that are forgiven to Europe. = 

The discussions today hung about 
the sailing Saturday of J. P. Mor- 
gan and Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drew W. Mellon for Europe. At the 
same time came word President Hjal- 
mar Schacht, of the German Reichs- 
bank; J. M. Strong, of the federal re- 
serve bank; Montague Norman, gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England, and 
S. Parker Gilbert, representing Amer- 
ica in the carrying out of the Dawes 
plan—or more properly, America’s 
loan in talent to that task—were 


j getting ready for a readjustment con- 


ference. 

The crux of the situation lies in the 
French chaos, where the franc already 
hag gone to the hopeless stage of be- 
ing 40 to the American dollar, and 
where no government, however 
formed, can hope to stay the tide with- 
out outside aid. It will be recalled 
that in all French negotiations, the 
French have insisted upon making 
their payments to foreign creditors 
hinge upon reparation payments by 
Germany to France.

LEGEND CHALLENGED 


Story of Benjamin Franklin 
and Kite Doubted. 


Chicago, July 18.—And now the 


shadow of doubt is slanting across the 
legendary picture of Benjamin Frank- 
lin flying his kite and attracting 
electricity from the heavens. 

Franklin may never have flown the 
kite and he probably was not the first 
to test the principle of the lightning 
rod, believes Professor Marcus W. Jer- 
negan, of the history department at 
the University of Chicago. It was 
really the French who identified elee- 
tricity and the first lightning rods 
probably were tested out in France, 
says Professor Jernegan, although he 
admits that Franklin perhaps suggest- 
ed the experiments. 

The popular picture which has ap- 
sey through generations of school- 
oys’ books showing Franklin stand- 
ing in a field flying the kite while 
a small boy—his son—stands by, is 
ridiculed by the historian. 

“At the time the experiment was 
made, if at all,” he said, “the son was 
23 years old. It is possible that in 
the kite story we have something sim- 
ilar to the Washington cherry tree 


istory. 


But even the doubt on the kite 
story, Professor Jernegan said, should 
deflect nothing from the greatness of 
Franklin as a scientist.

In the full fiscal year’s foreign 
trade figures published this week for 
the 12 months ended June 30 the 
total * exports and imports was $,- 
220, , an tnerease over a yéar 
ago of $531,494,000. But the balance 
in our favor for 1926 was only $286,- 
000.000 against ig favorable balance 
of $1, r 1925. Exports 
last year decresed $111, 000,000, while 
imports increased $642,000,000. Our 
exports for last year were of Sonate ta: 
758,000,000 against $8,108 for 
1920. In the year last pe we 
had a favorable trade balance of $2,- 
870,000,000 against the $286,000,000 
favorable balance reported foi 1926. 

Under anything like pre-war condi- 
tions, we figured on sending some- 
thing like 10 per cent of our pro- 
duetion abroad. From the foregoing 
figures it is plain the percentage of 
exports to imports is rapidly dwin- 
dling. For the past two years, be- 
cause of our very heavy domestic con- 
sumption, we have been paying little 
or no attention to our dwindling fa- 
vorable trade balance. 

Another reason for our ignoring our 
declining percentage of exports to to- 
tal foreign trade is the knowledge 
that with the interest now coming to 
us on foreign loans against the heavy 
balance we paid out before the war, 
there is a factor working in our fa- 
yor in the invisible balance.

Indications of our own satisfactory 
domestic situation are found in the 
new high average price made, this 
week for 50 representative stocks since 
the March decline. On February 15 
last, this average stood at a new 
high for all time at 139, compared 
with 82 in April of 1924, when the 
upward price movement began on easy 
money and satisfactory domestic trade 
conditions. From 139 there was a de- 
cline to 109 on March 30 last. The 
average has again just reached 130. 

With the country as a whole buy Yipes 
from hand to mouth and on a ca 
and carry basis and the volume of gen- 
eral trade running at its large vol- 
ume it is difficult to see where there 
is any trouble ahead. It is possible 
that under the pressure of easy mon- 
ey and a large volume of general trade 
the average of stock market prices 
may between now and the November 
election make a new high for all 
time. 

Nevertheless, the feeling is grow- 
ing that there is no boom in gen- 
eral trade ahead and that the existing 
high stock market price level is al- 
ready too high. The feeling is that 
the stock market today as far as the 
price level is concerned, is already in 
a dangerous ground, about where it 
was last December when cautious 
traders began to take profits. From 
December on to the middle of March, 
prices kept on advancing. But many 
of those who bought stocks from De- 
cember on to the middle of February 
have not since had an opportunity to 
get out without taking a loss. 

There is a difference between the 
stock market of today and market of 
last December. Today there is a very 
much smaller percentage of the big 
outside public in the stock market ou 
the long side and those who are in the 
market have larger margins than ever 
before. 

What happened last December was 
that cautious traders feeling tha: 
Stock. prices and Joans were high 
enough took profits and stayed out ot 
the market until after the March de- 
cline when good stocks again shewed 
an attractive income return. sSome- 
thing of the same sort is now going on.

SEABOARD BONDS 
WILL BE OFFERED) 


New York, July 18.—(Special.)—A 
report that additional financing would 
be done by the Seaboard was con- 
firmed yesterday by S. Davies War- 
field, president of th» Seaboard Air 
Line railway. Mr. Warfield stated 
that he was negotiating for the sale 
of $8,000,000 first and consolidated 
mortgage 6 per cent gold bonds, series 
A, to Dillon, Read and company and 
expected to close the transaction Mon- 


day. 
This financing is in addition to the 
financing of the construction of the 
extensions on the east coast to Miami 
and other points and on west coast to 
Fort Myers and other points. 

Mr. Warfield stated, “To meet 
heavy increase in traffic the proceeds 
of these bonds would be used to in- 
crease facilities for extensions of the 
railroad and subsidiaries for imprfeve- 
ments, acquisitions, additions and 
betterments, we art installing 175 miles 
of automatic signals between Savan- 
nah. and Jacksonville and _ further 
south in addition to the 254 miles in- 
stalled last year. 

“Automatie signals will be extend- 
ed to other portions of the system. 

“Double tracking, lengthening and 
providing additional passing tracks and 
transfer facilities at important trans- 
fer points are among the facilities 
mentioned which inclued the line from 
Brooksville to Inverness, some 22 
miles as well as to reimburse the com- 
pany’s treasury for expenditures for 
many other purposes. 

“Seaboard passenger traffic has 
grown and the railroad has added ex- 
tensively to its equipment both en- 
gines and cars. The company in de- 
velopment work is aiding textile and 
other industries in the south and de- 
veloping southern lands in agricultur- 
al pursuits. 

“As evidence of the growth of the

against $53, 300,000 for 1924. For 
the first six months of 1926 there was 
reported an increase of 16 per cent 
over the same period last vear.”

FORMER PREMIERS 
OF GREECE HELD 


Athens. Greece, July 18.—(7)— 
Former Premiers Kafandaris, Papan- 
astasion and Michalakopoulos have 
been arrested in connection with the 
discovery of a plot to overthrow the 
government and take the life of Pres- 
ident Pangalos. They are being trans- 
ported to the island of Nacost. 

It was also announced that in ad- 
dition to the three fromer premiers, 
who are described as ‘democratic 
leaders,’’ several other politicians and 
newspaper men have been arrested. 
All are charged with conspiring 
ugainst the present regime. 

President Pangalos himself, in a 
proclamation issued today, made the 
allegation that a conspiracy was d:- 
veloping to overthrow the government. 
and take his life. He snid there was 
evidence that Venizelist leaders had 
joined with General Plastiras, who is 
supposed to have been behind the re- 
cent unsuccessful revolutionary move- 
ment, with a view to carrying out a 
new revolt. 

The president complained of the 
General Venizelist opposition to his 
efforts to establish normal conditions, 
but declared he would continue his 
work of reconstruction and take meas- 
ures against those who attempted to 
disturb law and order.

D. M. Rice, of Georgia, while stay- 
ing at a local hotel, became acquaint- 
ed with the agent for an importing 
firm, who tried to sell him a _ ship- 
ment of arms. Rice informed the se- 
cret police, who arranged to have an- 
other American, William Smith, of 
Havana, pose as a prospective buyer 
for a South American republic. Rice 
then introduced Smith to the repre- 
sentative of the importing firm as an 
agent of revolutionists in Venezuela.
